Fleet having no Wind, they came up with 
them ‘off a Place about 12 Miles from this 
Town, calfd Aleare d’ Avola, as they were 
making ‘towards. Cape Paffaro ; the Rear- 
Guard of the Spanifh Fleece was in fighe 
this Morning rill aboue Sun-Rifing, ma- 
king Off towards che {aid Cupe; aad 
aboot ah Hour after, we heard a‘con- 
tinued terriblé Noife of the Firing of Can- 
noh, whetéby we underitood there was an 
Engagement between the Two Fleets.
